iCedar Rapids, lowal - A 
federal court jury last week found 
iwo American Indimi Movement 
IAIM) leaders nat guiUy of killing 
Lwa FBI agents on the Pine Kidge 
Roservatjnn ]ost slimmer. 

The jury of eighl men and four 
women acquitted Dure 11 e fDinol 
Butler, 34, and Ruben Robideau, 
29, on its fifth day of deiibera- 
tions. 

The two AIM members were 
aecused of killing FBI agents Jack 
Coler and Ronald Williams, both 
of Los Angeles, during a govem- 
menl at t nek on the South Dakota 
Oglala Sioux reservation on June 
26, 1975, A Native American, Joe 
Stuntz, was kilÈed by the federal 
authcrities, but no one was ever 
charged for his mürder. 

Wh en the verdict was reed, the 
entire court room bursl inlo ap- 
plause. The defense was visibly 
surprised and overjoyed.

erate the late af the San Quentin 
6. Il bas been the longest criminal 
proceedings in California history, 
costing the state nearly £2 
million. 

The jury's task — compiled in 
over 22,000 pages of court 
Iran scripts — essentiajly boils 
down to this: did the six Black 
and Browm defendants conspire 
with Black Panthcr Party Field 
Marshal George Jackson in & 
speet actilar bid for freedom, 
resulting in the prison system's 
bloodiest aftemoon of violence, or 
did California state officials and 
nthers plot the assassination of 
the fameus aitthor/rovolutioiiary, 
succeeding in their misskin bul 
pnyïng a terrible price?

anyway*" 

"Oman told us during a 
meeting, " reiierated Ms, Paisy 
Anthony, spokesperson for the 
West Park Tenants' Aasociation, 
"that if we we re interested in the 
stal lis of the apartments. we 
should take them off his hands,

respect by hiring security guurds 
and callmg in Gakl&nd pobce 
officers who threaten and abuse

l-HOTEL TENANTS WIN ANOTHER 
STAY OF EVICTION 


(San Prtnciflcq, CaUf,) - A alaïe 
Court of AppeaU has ordered a 
temporary holt to evictioti pro- 
ceedings at this city k s Intern otion- 
aJ Hotel last week, delaying the 
removal of its elderly and poer 
tenants just 36 hours before a 
prior court notice was to becorae 
official. 

Appellate Court Judgc John 
Malineri granted the Tenants' 
Aswcialvm * tempor ary slay of 
evictkm unül the full öppeals 
court decidea whelher to allow 
resident® lo live in the hotel 
through the appeals proceedings, 

U'aÜK, iCa no big deal/' said 
Joe Diones, the 66 ye&r-üld 
manager and head of the Tenants 
Asaodation at the hotel, located 
at &4S Keamy Street, here in the 
city. ,+ It doeanT meun we won. Jl 
doesn"t mean we could sil down 
and reJax. We'll have to face the 
court again and this only gives us 
a chance for b breather." 

The Tenants' Association is 
appealmg Superior Court Judge 
Ito Brown's decision to recogniie 
'the owner's right to evict," öy 
bia decision, Brown cleared the 
way lor the Four Se as Corpora¬ 
tion, the hotel's current owner, to 
demolish the building and re- 
develop the Chinatown site for 
commercial purposes in the 
future. 

RELUCTAJVT 

Prior to this latest ruling San 
Francisco Counly Shemff 
füchard Hongisto was very 
reluctant to evicl the 80 tenants at 
the international Hotel II- Hotel), 
Hongisto frank ly stated, "The 
largest pari oT my job is executing 
laws which have & bias against 
poor people. , . The govera- 
ménla] proceaa reflecia institu- 
tionaliied rociam, economie 
diacrimir.ation and system&liud 
enforced unemployment." 

At & rally organiiod by KDP, a 
Progressive FÏbpmo org&niiaUon 
in support of the l-ïïot&l tenanta, 
Harnld Fong. a momber of thé 
Wmket'B Committee to fight for 
the Internationa] Hotel, stated.

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UNEMPLOYMENT RATE FOR BLACK YOUTH 
STILL ON THE R1SE 



Black youth face high unemployment, eren ih times af prosperity. 


(New Vork, N.Y.1 - The unem- 
ploymentrate among Black youth 
is rising Lo frightening propor- 
tions and Lhere are indicatkms 
that thore will be rto change in 
ibis trend in Lhe near future. 

Ëconnmists poinl oul that in 
ibis country’s current recession. 
unemployment among Black 
youth ia the highesl and the most 
imyïdding. A New York Time s 
feature ütressed that there is little 
chance of Black teenagers irmving 
om of this 'perpetual state of 
joblessness or of getfing out of 
the syndrome which offers noth- 
ing bul low'paying jobs with no 
security or chances for advance- 
ment.” 

Commenüng on the problem, 
16-year-old Denise Davis said, T 
don’t fit into school anymore, i 
dcm’t have a husband or a baby to 
take care of, And 1 don t have <i 
job. I just feel lost. hr 

The false pmjections that job* 
lessness among Black teenagers 
will be reduced by the normöl 
process of labor markot activity 
is contradïcted by the persistente 
of jobless rates even in prosper- 
ous times. 

In 1955, the jobless rate for 
Black teenagers was 15.8 per 
cent, compared With 10.3 per cent 
for Whites of Lhe samc age. In 
1965, U was 26.4 per cent, 
compared with 13,4 per cent for 
Whites, and in 1973, it was 30.2 
per cent for Blaeks compared with 
12,6 percent for White youth, 
RECENT STATISTICS 

The most recent statistica are 
even more depressing, As of 
June t 1976, according to the 
Bureau of Labor StaUstics, the 
unemployment ra te for Black 
teenagers was 40.3 per cent, 
compared lo 16.1 per cent for 
Whites of the seme age grmip, 
This figure re presents an in* 
crease in the raio for Blacks from 
the previous month and a de- 
crease for White». 

Describing the "doublé disad- 
vantage'* faced by minonty 
youlh, Mervin D- Field, the 
directnr of the Field Research 
Corporation in Los Angeies, 
stated, 4, Because of their age, 
they haven t had time to eslablish 
their work record. And because of 
their race, they have n harder 
time because programs especially 
designed for Blacks have nlmnst 
disnppeared- 

' "The fAllure to attack these

F.B.I. Agent 
Takes "Fifth” 

80 Times 

fWa^fiington, D.C.| - In a £37 
million damngp suil filéd against 
ihe FBI. federal agent Joseph 
Furrer invnked his Fifth Amend- 
ment privilege against self- 
incriminatioD over 80 limes in his 
lestimony lost week, 

Furrer. who has headed the 
FBI’a inveatigaiion of the So¬ 
cialist Werkers Farly ISWP) since 
1971, hod lo be ordered by U.S. 
District Court Judge Thomas 
Cïriesa Lo answer questions as 
basic as whether he werked for 
ihe FBI. The SWP sust accuses 
The defendants of burglary, wixe- 
lapping, mail tampering and 
oLher fonms of h&Tassment, 

During a 45-minute session in 
the office of SWP lawyer Leonard 
Boudin Jasl week, Furrer finally 
acknowledged he had been wiLh 
the FBI for 26 years, but Look the 
Fifth AmendmenL on such ques¬ 
tions as whether his work had any 
connection with the SWP, At & 
court session Judge Griess sug- 
gesled that Furrer is on o of at 
least 20 agents who are under

(Seatile, Wssh.) - Despite thé 
recent oxocülion of foux foreign 
mercenaries in Angola and the 
long-térm prison sentences given 
to their nine co-defendants, 
mercenaries are activdy being 
reemited here to fight against 
Zinibabwean Liberation forces in 
Rhodesia, the Seattle Times 
reports. 

“Duke” and “Rommel'' Ithe 
Jatter was h gene ral under Adnlph 
Hitler in Nttzi Germauyl are the 
alias es of the two men who eörn 
their living supplying in form et ion 
Hssistance to prospective mer- 
eenar i es to fight on the side of 
Rhodesia's White minority settler 
regime, Thémercenary recruiters 
use small Seattle-area news- 
papera to advertise for men 
between 18 and 30 who are 
self-slyled “anti-communisis” or 
who soek money and adventure in 
Africa. 

Out of fear for their lives, 
“Duke” and “Bommel ' do not 
want their re al nanies published, 
Their headquarters is the base- 
ment of a house near Green Lake 
where they regularly conduct 
oight-hoiJr seminars on fthodésia, 

Jn an interview r wiih the Seatfie 
Times t “Duke," 27, said thai 
about 100 people have paid up lo 
$20 for informaLbn on being a 
mercenary in Rhodesia, but lhat 
so far Tom Nobles is the only one 
who has been accepted by thé 
Rhodesi&n govemment of “Prime 
Minister " ïan Smith, 

“Duke,” who served as a 
platoon leader in Vietnam, claims 
Lhat Lhere is not hing ÜJegal about 
his work because he is not 
recruiting mercenaries for Rho- 
desia but merely pro vi ding 
interested people with in form a- 
tion. ‘its completely legal to 
learn how lo become ö rnerce- 
nary r ' 1 he insists.

local jails and prisons. 

The community dom o ostra t ion 
was spemsored by the Ted Collins 
Committee for Justice and Coali- 
lion Against Police Abuse 
(CAPAL The Ted Collins Com- 
mittee was formed by relatives 
and friends of Ted Arthur Collins 
w r ho was found mystenously hung 
in his infirmary cell at the Los 
Angefes County Jail on April 2 of 
this year. Jail nulhorities claim 
Lhat Ted hung himselF despile the 
fact that he was slrapped to a bed 
by ihlck, heavy lealher restraints. 

Fcd was the lïfLh inmate u> die 
in the county jail thïs year, Lee 
Shaw, Jeb Hall, Fred Smith and 
Larry Brown were also found 
mysteriousiy hung in their cells, 
The Ted Collins Cornmittee and 
CA PA charge that each of the ftve 
dealhs that have occurred so fftr 
in the county jail took place when 
the vktims were isolaled from 
witnesses, They were remnved 
from their fellow prisoners so that 
their cries and slruggles could not 
be heard.

den, the weak, audlheundeserv- 
ing, We want ihem to see 
themselves as the cal led. the 
chosert . and the salt of the earth. 

Even before we coined the 
phrase, I had long thoughl about 
the idea of God . ï could not accept 
the Biblical verston: the Bible is 
too full of comradictions and 
irrationaïity* Eïther ymi accept it t 
and believe, oryou do nol, l could 
not believe, I have arrived at my 
understanding of what is meant 
by God through other meatis — 
through philosophy, logic. and 
semanticS- 

My opinion is that the term 
"God" betongs to the reaJm of 
concepts, that it is dependent 
u pon man for ils existence. If God 
does nol exist unieks man exists* 
then man must be here lo 
produce God U logically followa 1 
ihen, that man created God, and 
if the creator is greater than thai 
which is cTèaied. then we must 
hold that man is the highest good, 
EARLIER FERIODS 

I can umderstand w'hy man feels 
the need to create God. particu- 
lady in earlier periods of history 
when scientific understancUng 
was limited. The phenomena that 
man observed around him in the 
uni ve rse $om e 1 1 me s o verw r h e lm ed 
him: he could not explain or 
account for them. Therefore, he 
created somethmg in his mind 
that was ‘greaier than these 
phenomena, something that was 
responsible for the mysteries in 
nature. 

Hut l think Chat when man 
clings to the idea of a God, whom 
he has creaied and placed in the 
heavens. he actuoliy reduccs him- 
self and bis own poionii.uL The 
more he attributes to God, the 
mort 1 inferior he b&comes, the 
less responsible for his own 
dustiny, He says to God. "I um 
weak bul thou art mighly," and 
therefore occepts things as chey 
are, content to leave the running 
of the world to a supernatural 
fnree greater than himself. This 
attitude embodies a kind of 
fatalism, which is inimicnli 10 
growth and change. On ihe other 
hand, the grealer man becomes, 
the less hls God wiü be. 

None of this nteans that I am 
completely hnatïle to the many 
beautiful and admirabk things 
aboul religion. When 1 speak of 
certain aspecls of society to Black

I aJso read the Bible frequently, 
not only for its poetry, bul also for 
ïts wisdom and insight.

I 
carmot accept, for example, the 
nntton of divine Inw and respon- 
aibility to '‘God,^ 

As far as ï am concerned, if 
men are responsibit betogs, they 
ought to be responsible to each 
nther. And so, when we say A Jl 
Power lo the People, " we mean 
lo convey a sense of deep respect 
and love for the people, and the 
idea thai the people deserve 
complete iruth and honesty. The 
judgment of history' to the judg- 
ment oPthe people.

WILL ABSOLVE ME"

On the night of July 26, J953, 165 Caban 
men and two women, ander the command of o 
brilliant voang lawye r named Fidel Castro, 
launchcd art armed reuolt against the hated 
Eatista dictators hipt attaeküig the Moncada 
Army Barracks in Santiago de Cuba. A fie ree 
ba ft Ie vnsued, but the young cümbatants were 
eventually overpowered and taken prisoner. 
Seventy of those captured were tortured to 
death before mommg. 

Three mö n } Ij s later, on Qetaber 13 . Fidd 
Castro flddressed tm Bmergency Tribunai 
conecned in a provinciai haspital. Tried 
separately fram the others t Castro 's triai was 
the tast of the Moncada survwors — ait had 
recewed stiff sentences at the wretched Isie of 
Pines Prison 

For five hours , Fidêl Castro addres&ed the 
court. For five hours, uit hou! the benefit üf 
notes, in a room bare save for his accusers, a 
handful of reporters and the military police 
who tined the u alis, Fidel Castro upheld the 
dignity of the Caban peopie, defending the 
spirit of nevoit and revotuthn that bums within 
the hearts of ait oppres sed humanity 
Folio wing, in commemoraiion of the tiventy- 
third attniversary of the Moncada attack, THE 
BLACK PANTHBRpresents a brief excerpt of 
Fidel ('astro's eloquent address. 

Hunerable M agi strates: 

'Wever has a lawyer had to praclice his 
professiem under more diffieult condftLOns; 
never against an accu sed have more over- 
wfaelming irregularilies been committed 
He re, counsel and accused are one and Lhe 
flame As attomey for Lhe defense I have been 
denied even a look ai the mdictmeni. As the 


accu sed. I We been. for the past seventy-six 
days, shut away, in sotitary confinement 
held incommunicado in violation of every Jegal 
and human consideralion, 

"He who is speaking ubhors — with al J his 
being — anything that mighi be vain or 
cbildish. Neither by his temperament nor by 
his present frame of mind is he mdined 
towards nralorical poses — or towards any ktnd 
of sensationalism. 1 am tompelled to plead my 
own defensc before this court. There are two 
reasona: first, because I have been deprived 
almost untirely of legal aid; aécond, beeause 
only he who has been outragéd aa deeply as J, 
and who has seen his country so forsaken, its 
justico 50 revüed, can speek on an occasion like 
this with words that are made of the biood of 
his own heart and the very marrow of truth. . . 

TAKEN FOHGHANTED 

'H is La^gn for granted that a lawyer should 
converse prïvately with his clieiu, This right is 
respected all over the world — except here, 
where a Caban prisoner of w-ar is m the hands 
of an implacable tyranny that abides by no 
code. iegal or humane, Neither Dr, fagtiery 
nor ï w'ere willing to tolerate such spying upon 
our stralegy of defense for the ornl triaL Did 
they, perhaps, want to know in advance how 
we w r ould reduce to dust the elaboTate 
falsehoodf» thvy had woven around the events 
of Cuutel Moncada and how we were going to 
eipose the terrible truihs they would go to 
such veiygreat lengths to conceaJ? It w as ihen 
that l decided to make use of my professional 
status as lawver. I resotved to assume my ow n 
defense. . . 

You have publidy called this case the most 
significant in the history of the Republic, If you 
sincerely bclieved so, you should not have

time, by the Routing of your authority. 

'The first court session was held nn the 21 jï 
of September. Sc&ndalously invading i^ e 
courtroom w'ere a hundred auldiers armed with 
machine guns and bayoneta, They surrounded 
the more than & hundred persons seated in the 
prisoner's doek, The majority of these eccused 
luid in no wey been mvolved in our acts They 
had been under preventive arrest for man> 
days, alter suffering all kinds of oulrage 
abuse in the chambers of the repressive 
organizations. 

"The rest of Lhe gallant and dotermmed 
accused w r ere eager and proud to confirm, tkt 
mies that weretheirs in tho buUlc for freedomi 
to offer an example of unusual self-sacrifice, 
and to deliver from the jaws of jail the nnes 
whom Ithe regime! with deUbérate bad faith. 
had included in the trial. Men who had fougfal 
eacb other came face to face once more, Onre 
again, with the cause of justioe on our side, we 
would w p age the mighty battle of tnith against 
infamy. Surely, the regime was not prepared 
for the moral catastrophe in store for it. 

"How could the regime mainUtin its falst 
accusations? How could it keep secret all that 
had reatly transpired, whde so many young 
men w r ere willing to run any risk — jaib 
torture, death, if need be — to denounce Hïig 
A rniy's actsl before the coun? 

*Tn lhe firsi session, 1 was a witne»*. Fot 
two hours 1 was questconed by the court 5 
prosecutor as well as by twenty defense 
attomeys, \ was ablo to prove with exact facts 
and figures the spms of money that had been 
invested* the way in which ibis money was 
colleeted, and the arms IhaL ue had managed 
to assemble. 1 had nothing lo hide since uJJ this 
w f as achieve d by a self-abnegat 3 on unsur- 
passed in the struggles of our Republic. 

fIDMANE TREATMENT 

I spoke of the aims which inspired us m our 
sLruggle and of the humane and genereus 
treatment that w r e had at all times accorded tf 
nur adversaries. 1 F 1 accomplished my purpos^ 
of demonstrating the noninvolvement, direct 
or indirect, ol those men who were falielJT 
tmplicated in Ibis trial, 1 awe it to the compk^ 
support and banking of my heroic cornra^ 
tor, lis I said, mere concern over conséquc^^ 
w ould not make i hem regr&l or re pen 1 belaft 
rebels and patriots. ï was never allow r ed to 
wïih them in prïson; yeL w-e were m full accoö) 
as Ui hnw’ to proceed. 

VVhen men beur lhe same ideals in their 
hearts, not hing can keep them incomniuni" 
cado: neither walls of prisons nor sod of 
cemeteriea. Kor a single memory, a smgh' 
spirit i u single idea , a single conscience, f 
single dignity, will sustuin them alb 

' But thêrc* is cme argument that aids usninrt? 
Lhan all the others. We are Cubans and to 
Cuban implies a duty. Nnt to fulfill that daty ^ 
a crime, is treasnn. 

'We are proud of the histöty of ■ n,r 
country.

“We were taught to ven orale the glorie^ 
example of uur heroes end our

blade of a machete, 

"We were laught that for the guidance of 
Cuba s free citizens the Apostel (Martil wrote 
in his Book af Gold: ‘The man who conforms by 
obeying unjust laws and permits anybndy lo 
trample the country in whkh he was hom, the 
man who so mistroats his country, is not an 
honorable man, 

" 'In the world there must be a certain 
degree of decorum juat as tb ere must be a 
certain amoiml of light, When there are many 
men without decorum, there are aJways others 
who bear in themseïves the dignity of many 
mén. These are the men who rebel wnh gr ent 
foree agninst ihose w r ho steal the people's 
freedom — that is to say. agamsl ihose who 
atea] human dignity Uself.’

"Al! this we leamed and will never forget, 
even Ihnugh Loday in our land there is murder 
and prison for the men who practici 1 the tdeas 
laught to them since the cradle, We were bnm 
in a froe country w r hich was our heritag© from 
our fnrefathers. The island would smk into the 
3 eo before we woutd consent to be slaves of 
anybody. 

'Tt seemed thoi the vaneration for the 
Aposlol wns going to die in his CerUenory. ft 
seemed that his memory would be extm- 
guished forever.

Send 
me there to join them and to share their fade. It 
is understandable that honest men should be 
dead or in prison in (thisj Kepubhc w r hero ïhe 
president is a criminal and a ihief, 

"To the HonorabJe Magistrates, my smcere 
grotitude for having allowed me to express 
myself fréely without petty mtemiptione* 1 
hold no bittemess inward you. I recognize that 
in certain aspects you have been humane and 1 
know that the Presiding Gffieer oj^this coun, a 
man of unimpeachable private life, cannm 
disguise his repugnance at the current state of 
affairs that oblige him to dictate' unjust 
decisions. 


"Stilï, there remains for this hearing a more 
serious problem, the issues arising from the 
murder of seventy men — that is to say, the 
greatesl massacre w r e have ever known, The 
guilty continue at Jiberty uith a weapon in 
hand - a weöpon which conLimially Lhreatens 
the citizens, ïf all the weight of the law does 
nol fall upon (the guilty 1 because of cowardïce, 
or because of dommalion of the couris - and d 
then, ail the magistrnles and judges do not 
resign, I pity >jou.

Police claim the 
incident had nc relalion to the 
Soweto revoll, 

In a related development, on

the subsequem year, On top of 
the direct costs, the misston has 
also identified somt? indirect costs 
which would affect the JongAemi 
developmcnt program of Mo¬ 
zambique. 

The findings and condusions of 
the mission have noW been 
endorsed by the Economie and 
Sodal CouncïL The extern to 
which the international commu¬ 
nie can pro vide asgisiance io 
Mozambique depends, firstfy, on 
the capabiiitios of the various 
bodies of the United Nationa to 


render such assistance, and the 
willingness of member stat es, 
particularly the develüped coun- 
tries, Lo pro vide assistance bolh 
bilateraJly and multilaterally. 

So för the response on the 
willingness to pro vide assislance 
to Mozambique has been favor- 
abJe. The UNDP and the United 
Nations Special Fund are ex- 
pected to play a major role on the 
part of the United Nations. It is 
al so expecled member States will 
provide assisiance to Mozam¬ 
bique both biïflterally and 
through the United Nations ma- 
diinery, 

It is perhaps too early to 
determinc what amouni of assist¬ 
ent» wil] be provided to Mozam¬ 
bique* bul there is every reason 
to believe that a considerable 
amount of assistance would be 
fortheoming. Several countnes 
have aiready made firm pledges 
to assist while some have in facl 
begun to comribute. On the 
whole. prospects would appear to 
be bright,

Wh en slavery was aboU 
ished in the country at the end of 
the last centnry, plantation slave 
labor was repJaced by "contract 
labor. ", The '‘contract" was 
between the Ipcal authorities who 
rounded workers up and the 
plantation owners who paid a per 
head fee lo the corrupt local 
authorities. The contrado was 
paid a tiny daÜy wage w T ith a 
deductton made for daily meals

Weapons 

The study of Chinese weapons 
has always held special signifv 
cance — combaÜve f artisüc and 
iradiLionol — for many students 
nf Chinese boxirtg styles. Each 
weapon, unïque in Haelf T helps 
enhnnce n different sirit of ihe 
student 's martiftl/cembative 

chorncter. furthering the indïvi- 
dual's understandings and obil- 
ilies as a whole as well as 
building siamina, grece and 
ftuidlty. 

For some systems, few weap¬ 
ons are LaughL, Fa-kua, for 
instance, has but a few primary 
weapons {spear, circular sword, 

sword and knifek 

Basic&ÏJy. weapons are di* 
vided intn five categorie?: bng, 
soft, short, doublé, and weapons 
for throwing. There is also a 
calegory for “tools" such as 
benches, chairs, smoking pipes, 
etc. 

Ah a rule, long weapons were 
used in ancient China by, 
mounLed goldiers. The foot 
soldiers used short weapons. 
The first military weapon was 
the spear, and it is known as the 
kingof long weapons. Bui unlike 
other cultures, the users and 
practitioners of the spear in 
China oever thrfiw their spears. 
After all. why throw your 
weapon aw&y? Someone might 
piek il up and throw it back at 
you. 

The spaar could be the nldest 
weapon in anyone's history, bul 
there is one still nldcr, thé alflff. 
The staff is known as the father 
of long weapons, This weapon is 
called single headed when cmly 
one end is used. Staff move- 
menis are called doublé headed 
when both ends are used and the 
weapon is heid in the center 
Lnalead of at one end, 

In conlemporary times, the 
practical use of the obnvemen- 
tioned weapons or "tools'' must 
be viewed Ln light of the 
circuiiistttnces that face the 
individual. 

Wh at weapons training wül 
enuble the individual to do 
under todoy“s stress condUions 
during unprovokÉd altacks, is to 
utiLUe other objecta that might 
be accessibïe. A water hose may 
replace the 9-seclion chain; n 
broom-hftndle may replace the 
staff- or rolled newapnper the 
ahort sw ord.

OLYMPÏCS 

(Montreal, Canada) - At least 
25 African and Thlrd World 
nations have withdrawn from the 
Summcr Olympics here in a 
tast-minutc dramatic protest a- 
gainst the participatïon of New 
Zcaiand in this prestigieus, inter¬ 
national sporting event. 

Last week. Tanzania spear- 
he&ded the African withdrnwai 
from ihe Games, demandmg that 
New Zealond be banned from the 
Olvmpics. {See last week s issue 
of' THE BLACK PANTHEftj 
Tanzania and other naiinns on the 
African continent were furious 
over the recent South African tour 
of a New Zealand rugby team 
which took place in the aftermath 
of the recent massacres of Black 
Azanians (South Africansj during 
ihe Soweto rebellion. 

When the Games opened this 
past Sauirday, there was great 
speculation on wheiher other 
African nalions would follüw the 
example of Tanzania. The guess- 
ing quickly ended when a oumber 
of nalions did nov participatie in 
the opening ceremonies. As of 
yet r there is stil] no defmitc wuy 
to determïne the size of the 
pullout because many delegations 
are still awailïng the official word 
from their governments on whe- 
ther to stay or leave. 

The boycotting coimtries were 
{by the latest Information^ Tan¬ 
zania, Somalia, Madagascar, 
Mauritius, Gambia, Nigeria. Al- 
gêria, Kenya, Uganda, Ethiopia» 
Re public of the Congo, Zambia, 
Egypt. Central African Republic, 
Gabon, Ghana, Libyö, Niger, 
Sudan, Togo, Upper Volta. Iraq, 


Cameroon, and Guyana. 

The latest country to offkifiJly 
withdraw over the qu est ion of 
New Zealond was the South 
American nat ion of Guyana, the 
first country in the Weslem 
Hemisphere to do so, 

The imtransigence of the Inter- 
oationaJ Olympica Committee 
(IC>C| wi11 deny the Olvmpics the 
partkïpation of such potenUal 
gold medol winners as distance 
runner Filbert Bftyi of Tanzania, 
sprinter James Gükes of Guyana 
and John Akü Bua of Uganda. the 
world record holdler for '.he 4ö€ 
meier hurdJe. 

EXPEL 

The IOC has refused to ex pel 
New Zeeland from the Games, 
claiming that rugby is nol art 
Olympïcs spttrl and there fora the 
IOC has tio jurisdiclion in the 
matter. 

Nigeria'? Abraham Ordio coun- 
lered this. saying, “We are not 
talkingabout rugby. As far as we 
are concemed, it could have been 
table tennis, football or cycling.

Musa Keni Kasanka, the lead¬ 
er of Zambia's Olympïcs delega- 
tion, explained, “We have been 
osaessing this IpullouO for quite 
awhüe. To U5, we re in the Front 
ofthewhole apartheid thing, Any 
nation that condones that, we jusL 
can't take part with them,'' 

A strongly worded statement 
from Nigeria condemned the visil 
of New Zealand's rugby team to 
the racist, apartheid state while 
South African police “were com- 
mitting wanton msssacres of 
defensele^s women and chil- 
dren. ,. /' 

The only regrets for the 
dedsion taken by the African 
nalions and iheir allies were 
expressed by the head of Keny a s 
national Sport? Council ïsaac 
Lugonzo, who stated, ”, , -We 
ahould have made a positive 
decisïon much earlier. 

According kt a jVate Y'ork Times 
source, +, This protest is not 
limited to the . . .Olympic Gamen 
lt wil) continue. . '

In the past, thousands of coffee 
pleiters used to migrate from the 
South to the Dorthem plantationg 
but the SQUrces aaid they have nat 
done so this yeax Many of these 
pickers live in en erea of Angola 
whkh was dominated in the %ht- 
iiig by the losing National Union 
For the Total Jndependence of 
Angola (UNITAI and large 
numbershnve fled their homes xo 
live in the bush, the sources 
added. 

Another problem for the new 
govemment is the administrotion 
of big plantations which were 
a ban done d by the Fortuguese, 
who possessed all the necessary 
expertise.. The Portugoese have 
been replaced to a certaïn extern 
by .Angolans and by Cubsn 
ad visera, but Nascimento him self 
ob^erved that Cuba was not a big 
coffee producer, indicating that 
the Cubana do not have extensive 
expert knowledge. 

Lil tl e detailed Information is 
avaitable here about the situation 
on the plantntiotis but sourceg 
said that coffee trees on many 
plantations went untended last 
year because of the turmoil in 
Angola. This meani, the sourcea

Another acute p rob lom con- 
fronting the MPLA is a shortage 
of Lnuisportation.

The Angolan govemment, 
however. is tnakjng a major effort 
lo make a success of the coffee 
harvest with mass caxnpaigns on 
the official radio and the semioffi- 
dal press.
